Sale of Torrance Municipal Bus Lines to Charles F. Koors 
anil his company for $05,000 was placed In escrow tills week 
as municipal ownership .advocates were reported preparing to 
file a restralner action In Superior Court to slop the transac­ 
tion. 
The Torrance City Council, by

a 3 to 2 vote, iigreed to thi
wile of the lines at its July 24
meeting, the majority agreeing
that proper operation of the lines
under municipal ownership Is
Impossible. 

The transaction cannot be com
pleted until a hearing before the
Railroad Commission whi
Koors' attorneys, assisted by the
City Council, are seeking a certl
flcale of public convenience and
necessity to operate the lines
now being used and to provide
for future expansion.

.Opponents of the sale are re­ 
ported to have organized the
Municipal Ownership League of
Torrance and are Investigating
the possibility of a court action
to prevent the sale. 

Among members of the league
are A. L. Elder, James O'Toole,
J. Hughes, G. F. Billingsley and
N. J. Mortenson. 

Mortcnson and Billingsley said
that the league feels, that action
of the City Council is not in the
best Interests of the people, and
that the majority of the people
want the lines municipally oper­ 
ated. They criticized Mayor W.
H. Tolson for not allowing pub­ 
lic debate before the sale and 
declared that the whole, subject 
should be opened up for thor­ 
ough survey.

This is the second offer of 
Koors to buy the lines, proffer 
Ing $20,00 some six months ago 
when Councllmen C. M. Gilbert 
N. H. Cuool ,and G. V. Powcli 
opposed It. Powell said he was 
for the sale at the right price 
Mayor Tolson and Councilman 
J. E. Hitchcock voted for the 
sale. This time. Councilman.Gil 
bcrt swung over to Mayor Tol 
son and Councilman Hitchcock, 
with Councilmen Cucci and Pow- 
ell opposing.

Reaction to the sale of the 
bus lines, aside from that of 
the municipal ownership advo 
cates, has been favorable, a sur 
vey reveals.

Business men of the commu 
nlty are practically unanimous 
In favor of the sale, feeling that 
private development of the trans­ 
portation "system will aid the 
growth of Torrance and the 
shopping district by giving more 
substantial service and cov 
a larger area.

^Koors has promised to serve 
each section of Torrance, and 
to connect with his other lines 
serving San Pedro, Wilmlngton, 
Compton, South and East Los 
Angeles, Redondo Beach, Long 
Beach, Hawthorne and other 
nearby communities.

Home owners and other tax­ 
payers declare that it is good 
business to get rid of the line 
now before it becomes a finan­ 
cial headache after the war and 
when the equipment again wears 
out.

It Is pointed out that Koors' 
ownership will keep equipment 
In first class shape, replacing 
buses as they become too old 
or out-moded. Included in the 
company of which Koors Is vice 
president is a manufacturer of 
bus equipment.

Fed. Housing Regulations Get New 
Modification, But Lumber Scarce

The Federal Housing Adminls- 
ration is liberalizing building 

programs, but It will not do Mr. 
John Q. Citizen any good for 
some time to come for there Is 
no lumber to fill orders.

A. H. SJlllgo and Charles V. 
Jones, owners of Torrance Lum- 
>er Co., said that they have re­ 
ceived word from the lumber- 
mills that they cannot get any 
2 by 4s, and little other mater- 
al.

"The Army and Navy buyers 
ire at the mills and they arc 
aklng 95 per cent of the cut," 

Silllgo said.
The material Is being shipped 

to rebuild damaged wharves, 
warehouses and other facilities 
needed to prosecute the war in 
.he Pacific. While the Army and 
Navy will use some' Philippine 
mahogany, this Is difficult be­ 
cause the saw mills are dam- 
ugod, it was said.

The following announcement 
of the liberalizing of housing 
regulations was sent out by the 
FHA last week;

Modifications of the H-2 and 
H 3 housing programs have been 
ordered, effective Immediately, 
announced John E. McGovern, 
director, Federal Housing Ad­

ministration, Southern California 
district.

New procedure divides the H-2 
housing program into A, B, and 
C classifications and takes all 
personal hardship cases out of 
the H-3 procedure.

Personal hardship cases will 
hereafter be processed under H-2 
C, and be subject to the price 
and rent ceilings of that classi­ 
fication.

The volume of H-2 C housing 
permitted In various areas will 
be limited to an established 
quota, or program, as assigned 
by the National Housing agency.

H 3 procedure will be confined 
to the housing of veterans and 
the replacement of housing dam­ 
aged, or destroyed through dis­ 
aster, or that condemned by pub­ 
lic authority.

H-2 A programming will ap­ 
ply to community hardship or 
distress, the same as previously 
accounted for under H-2 pro­ 
gramming.

H-2 B will be a new program 
which may go Into effect later, 
and will authorize construction 
subject to H 2 ceilings, but with­ 
out priority assistance. This lat­ 
ter procedure is In line with
